I  have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year 

I960. 


The  Registrar  General’  s  estimate  of  the  mid-year  Home.  Population 
was  2,51  0  which  was  an  increase  of  70  over  that  of  the  previous  year. 

Live  Births  and  Birth  Rate 

The  number  of  live  births  was  41  (24  M,  17  F.)  which  was  also  an 
increase  of  1 1  over  that  of  the  previous  year  and  the  crude  birth  rate 
was  accordingly  16.33;  after  adjustment  by  the  Registrar  G-eneral1  s 
Comparability  factor  which  is  computed  from  a  population  standardised 
for  age  and  sex  distribution  and  allows  valid  comparison  with  other 
Districts  the  rate  becomes  1 6* 1 7;  this  was  slightly  lower  than  that  of 
17*1  for  England  and  Wales. 


Stillbirths  and  Rate 


One  stillbirth  was  registered  and  the  corresponding  rate  per  1  ,000 
total  (live  and  still)  births  was  23*81,  compared  with  that  of  19*7  far 
England  and  Wales  which  has  remained  static  around  20  for  approximately 
30  years  due  probably  to  the  fact  that  the  hard  core  consists  of  genetic 
or  congenital  and  premature  deaths. 

Infant  Deaths  and  Mortality  Rate 


It  is  gratifying  to  record  that  this  rate  was  nil,  as  there  were  no 
infant  deaths. 


Maternal 


It  is  also  gratifying  go  record  that  this  rate  was  also  nil,  as  there 
we re  no  deaths  amongst  mothers  due  to  Pregnancy,  Childbirth,  and  Abortion; 
in  fact  there  have  been  no  deaths  for  a  number  of  years  which  is  a  very 
creditable  reflection  of  the  high  standard  of  modern  obstetric  practice. 


Total  Deaths  and  Death  Rate 

The  total  number  of  deaths  from  all  causes  was  31  (15  M.  16  E.)  and 
the  crude  death  rate  was  accordingly  12.36  which,  after  adjustment  by 
the  Registrar  General’s  Comparability  Factor,  as  for  births  becomes  11.74 
compared  with  that  of  11.5  for  England  and  "Wales. 


The  chief  group  cause  of  deaths,  as  invariably  in  previous  years,  was 
Heart  and  Circulatory  Diseases  and  Vascular  lesions  of  the  Nervous  System 
owing  to  the  fact  that  these  are  the  natural  ultimate  causes  of  death 
amongst  the  aged. 

Disease  of  the  Coronary  Artery  of  the  Heart  is,  however,  an  exception 
in  that  it  claims  many  victims  in  middle  age;  of  these  there  was  a  total  of 
eight  deaths,  the  ratio  of  males  to  females  having  been  3  1  ,  and  the  ages 

at  death  having  ranged  from  47,  57,  64,  68  to  97  years.  Intensive  research 
is  being  concentrated  on  its  causation  which  is  still  obscure. 


Cancer,  also  as  in  previous  years  was  the  second  highest  cause  of  death, 
despite  the  notable  modern  advances  in  diagnosis  and  treatment,  and  is 
probably  due  to  the  fact  that  the  majority  of  persons  who  suffer  from  the 
disease  are  in  old-age  and  procrastinate  in  seeking  medical  advice,  having 
regard  to  the  often  insidious  and  latent  onset  of  the  disease.  The  total 
number  of  deaths  was  eight. 

Of  these,  Cancer  of  the  Lung  caused  one  male  death,  aged  74  years. 

Like  Coronary  Thrombosis,  many  deaths  occur  from  it  in  middle  age  and 
invariably  predominate  amongst  males  which  may  be  significant  when, 
associated  with  excessive  smoking;  nevertheless,  it  is  a  fact  that  the 
majority  of  ’Smokers'  do  not  die  from  Cancer  of  the  Lung,  and  it  may  be  that 
those  who  suffer  from  the  disease  have  a  latent  predisposition  which  smoking 
accelerates  or  precipitates.

There  was  no  death  due  to  the  Infectious  Diseases  and  amongst  the 
remaining  miscellany  of  causes  their  was  no  exceptional  incidence. 

The  Infectious  Diseases 

Relatively  few  cases  of  notifiable  infection  occurred  within  the  Borough 
throughout  the  year. 


Twenty-five  cases  were  notified*  More  and  more  children  are  being 
inoculated  each  year  at  the  Child  Welfare  Centre  or  by  the  family  Practitioners 
and  it  is  hoped  that  an  immune  barrier  is  being  created  against  future 
outbreaks  of  this'  distressful  and  often  serious  children’ s  disease. 

Measles 

This  was  a  non-epidemic  year,  only  two  cases  having  been  notified. 
Nevertheless  it  seems  inevitable  that  outbreaks  will  occur,  usually  every 
second  year  as  the  virus  is  always  present  amongst  children.  Fortunately, 
it  is  not  generally  a  serious  disease  in  that  its  serious  complications 
such  as  Broncho-pneumonia,  Suppurative-  Otitis  Media  and  Aoute  Encephalitis, 
in  that  order  of  frequency  are  comparatively  rare;  it  would  seem,  however, 
that  Acute  Encephalitis  has  been  more  prominent  in  recent  years. 

Scarlet  Fever 

j  One  sporadic  case  v/as  notified. 

The  causal  organism  in  its  present  phase  has  lost  much  of  its 
virulence  of  former  years  and  its  once  serious  complications  such  as  Acute 
Nephritis,  Carditis  and  Suppurative  Otitis  Media  are  now  seldom  seen. 

Cases  are  usually  admitted  to  Hospital  for  social  reasons,  as,  for  example, 
when  it  is  desirable  to  prevent  the  spread  of  infection  in  a  crowded 
household. 


One  case  of  this  skin  infection  was  notified.  The  causal  organism 
is  the  same  as  that  of  Scarlet  Fever,  and  prior  to  193&  when  the 
Sulphonamides  were  introduced  was  a  serious  disease.  Treatment,  however, 
with  the  Sulphonamides  or  Antibiotics  to  which  the  organism  is  sensitive 
is  specific  and  it  is  almost  dramatic  to  observe  the  recession  of  the 
inflammation. 

Tuberculosis 

Only h one  new  case  of  Respiratory  Tuberculosis  was  notified  and  was 
in  the  63  plus  age-group.  Prior  to  around  1950,  the  majority  of 
notifications  were  in  the  15-24  age-group,  but  since  then  the  number 
of  notifications  have  been  declining  to  nil,  which  is  a  very  desirable 
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trend.  School  Leavers  are  also  offered  B. C.G-.  vaccination  which  should 
further  consolidate  this  position. 

The  Mass  Radiography  Service  which  visitied  the  Borough  in  July  I960, 
discovered  no  new  cases  out  of  a  total  of  372  individuals,  and  this  may 
he  regarded  as  a  general  index  that  there  is  no  reservoir  of  infection  within 
the  population. 

No  new  cases  of  Non-Re spiratory  Tuberculosis  were  notified  and  this 
very  satisfactory  position  may  also  be  regarded  as  a  general  index  of  the 
safety  of  the  milk  and  to  a  lesser  degree  the  meat  supplies,  from  the 
contagion  of  the.  Bovine  bacillus. 

There  were  also  no  deaths  which  reflects  the  notable  advances  achieved 
in  modern  treatment. 

It  is  hoped  in  the  fore-seeable  future  that  all  the  powerful  forces 
of  prevention  being  engaged  will  eventually  eliminate  this  disease  which 
has  afflicted  man  for  Centuries. 

In  conclusion,  I  wish  to  take  this  opportunity  of  thanking  you  for 
your  interest  and  support  in  the  work  of  the  Department  and  the  staff  for 
their  co-operation  and  assistance.
